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SUMMARY OF AMENDMENT (014127):  Deletes the language of the 
original bill.  Defines ticket seller.  Prohibits sale, possession, and distribution 
of software that is designed to interfere with the security measures of a ticket 
seller who sells admission tickets to sporting events, theaters, musical 
performances, or places of public entertainment over the internet.  Violation is 
a Class B misdemeanor punishable only be a fine of not more than $500 or 
any profits made or tickets acquired in the course of the violation, whichever is 
greater.
